The Shire Council has referred the applications 
to the Parks, Gardens and Foreshore Committee for 


are seeking sites for halls. 

Before the Council at_ their 
meeting last week were letters 
fromthe latter two groups. 

Third Altona were seeking 

rmation regarding the avail- 
ability of land on which to build 
a hall and asked the Council 
to give further consideration to 
this latest application. 

Shire Secretary, Mr. J. W. 
Waters, reported that this Group 
first made approaches to Cour- 
cil some two or three years ago 
and discussed the erection of a 
building on the northern end 
‘or Cooper Reserve, Altona Nth. 

However, 12 months or so 
ago the Board of Works pointed. 
cut the costliness of extending 
a sewerage main to a building 
on this site and for that matter, 
to any Council buildings . on 
-Council reserves, 

Council reserves are not rated 
bythe Board and therefore the 
Council must pay the cost of 
the-main sewers, 

, In due course the Council de- 
.cided. to close the section of 

Marion Street which divided 
| Cooper Reserve from the Altona 
East primary school, said Mr. 
Waters. 

In doing this the Council in- 
tended that a site would then 
be created in Collins Avenue be- 
tween the Infant Welfare Centre 
and the school and it could serve 
as the site for a scout hall. 

But, said Mr. Waters, ro pol- 
icy was actually resolved on this 
maiter. 

He said the scout group has 
been made aware that any struc- 
ture would have to fit in with 
the architectura) features of 
other buildings on the land and 
would have to comply with ap- 
propriate health and building 
regulation standards. 

There the matter rests, added 
Mr. Waters. 

He said preliminary steps to 
close the section of Marion St. 
have been taken and when these 
are approved statutory steps 
will be taken to have the section 
of the road discontinued. 7 

Last November the 4th Al. 
tona group were informed there 
was no! .-e land available for 
their proposed hall, said Mr. 
Waters. 

However last week the Coun- 
cil gave the group permission 
to store materials from demo!- 
ished huts on Council property. 

The huts were donated to the 
group by CSR.C.-Dow and 
Wimpeys. 

The group sought storage of 
the materials in a lock-up shed 
on Council land for a period of 
time which would be approxim- 
ately six months after alloca- 
tion of land for a scout hall. In 
this application the group men- 
tioned that they understood the 
matter of a site is being consid- 
ered at present by Council. 

Acting on the recommendation 
of the Shire Engineer, Mr. R. 
C. Simmons, Crs. Weaver and 
Bond moved that the scouts be 
permitted to store the materials 
on Council property for 12 
months. However, the Council 
accepts no liability for them. 

The same two councillors 
moved that the question of land 
for both groups be referred to 
the Parks Foreshore’ and Prop- 
‘erties committee and that the 
Shire Secretary prepare the re- 
port on available land. 

In June of last year the Com- 
mittee received a further request 
for a site on the Explosives Re- 
serve. ; 

The District Boy Scouts Asso- 
ciation asked for a suitable area 
to be set aside for the erection 
of a scout hall for use by a sea 
scout group.
